though Asiatic ch« lera whs ravae-ln,- Its prpula 
tlon— Ihnujrh food was scarce, and relief impoasl. 
Iile^lbough coi fl l^rationa were perpetually 
burslln(t out amonn the house* itruck by !he en 
emy'a shells — though ihe ammunition of the be 
slewed grew les* and less by day, and finally 
dwindled down to nothing — though Ihe little Ve 
netian fleet was deprived of almost nil its hands 
by dis ase, and though Manin himself was con- 
t i rr I v suffering acute anguish from a complaint 
of Ihe heart. M. de la Faye dues jn.tice to ihe 
sp'endor of this magnificent epi«>de in the annul, 
of Italian heroism; while, on Ihe other hand, he 
exhibits the miserable ilouble- dealing of Lamar 
line, who, while professing Ihe utmost sympathy 
ith tbe insurrectionary Italian., twice assented 
to a bargain for surrendering Venice to Austria, 
in consideration of France receiving Savoy? Cav- 
aignac and Jules B.istide are also shown in a 
somewhat unfavorable light; and M. de la Faye 
regard* the conduct of the F.nglish government 
in those days as being fur more hone-t than that 
of Fnir.cn. 

First N'r.w^r.M'Ki: — Tbe first newspaper ir 
North America was tho News l^'ter, commenctd 
April 21th, 1704, by John Campbell, Esq. It wss 
published regularly fur aerenty two years, and 
discontitiu d in 177u. The second American 
newspaper was the Gazette, the first number ap- 
pearing "December 21st, 1718. The day following 
he third piper appeared in Philadelphia, called 
he American Weekly Mercury. These pipers 
were all miniature sheets compared with those of 
he present day.

Mr'RIIKROt H WKAPOMS Fnt'ND IM VlK41IXtA — 

We t.-.ke the following from the Alexandria (Va.) 
Sen'inel of Friday: 

We have in mr possession several samples of a 
murderous instrument, some of a large number, 
of which th" fallowing account is given by the 
merchant in Washington City who has them for 
sale: He taya thev were brought to him by a 
man of the name of Rriley, who lives somewhere 
hi Fairfnx county, wi;b instructions to sell them, 
lie tKf* liiilev informed him that he found them 
secreted under a pila of leaves in the wrrods or in 
some out building. There were about two hun- 
dr dof them in all — nearly a hundred and fifty 
were deposited for sale as above stated. 

The weapon it-elf is in form like a tomshawk, 
ezcep' that the part opposite the blade is beaten 
nsjt into a strong spike or spear, slightly curved 
inward, and terminating in a chirp point. The 
til ide is five inches long, three Inches wide at the 
ed^e. The tn ke or spear pirt is four inches long. 
A stout handle of ash wrssl, two feet long, is very 
strongly inserted and secured by jaws six and a 
half inches long. The handle has a rim around 
the end to prevent It fiom Iwing drawn through 
the hands of the bolder. The metal is runs! er- 
ably rusted by the expo-ure. 

Altogether the-e a'« fearful weapons for a 
hand to hand encounter. Their numbers and their 
secre'lon, and the weapon itself, indicate an ex- 
tensive scale of murderous purposes.

That lady 
was no other than tbe little gi< 1 foumlon hi r w. y 
•0 the orphans' court neatly forty-four yearB ago, 
and now a resident of this city, where she erjovs 
ail the comforts of life. Her dearest wish, lor 
many years past, had been to find out the where- 
about of Ihe generous man who was the first cause 
of her happiness.

We have informa- 
tion that military officers of the State Guard 
have been approached by men proposing thai 
hev should join secret military organizations 
with assurance of the same rank they hold 
in the Guard. The most certain and effective 
method of preventing outrage upon tho laws 
by secret and rebel bands is the use of a thor- 
oughly organized militia of our citizens, and 
with all its officers sworn, as those of the Sra'c 
Guard now are, to support tho Constitution of 
the United States. 

It U suggested that there is fear, on the part 
of some of our Legislators, of the militia it- 
self. But this seems to us groundless; the 
State Guard was organiz"d at a time of per- 
fect political quiet, and, if it should get into 
the hands of bad men. how could we hope 
that any new organization would not now 
share the same sate? Will the opposers of the 
law be fewer or less aciive now than they 
were a year ago, or will the true patriots be 
more likely now than they were then to enlist 
in tho service of the State?

Tim Militia Law. — We have noticed with 
regret that there seems to be an indisposition 
upon the part of the Kentucky Senate to con 
cur with the House in the re-enactment of the 
Militia Law of 1600 — for, if not re-enacted 
the law is virtually repealed. Ily reason of 
the failure to call the ayes and nays on its pas 
sage, the appropriations made by it cannot be 
drawn, although a considerable fund is already 
collected under its provisions. Thus fur all 
the exjiense of the organization except the 
printing has been borne by the Insiwctor Gen- 
eral, but, with tho opposition to the law im- 
plied by the failure to make such enactments 
ns are absolutely necessary to its permanent 
success, it is hardly likely that Gen. Buckncr 
will think pro|>er to continue to liear this ex 
pense in addition lo the continual labor which 
his office requires. 

We have long urged the necessity of a Mil 
itia organization on the broad principle that it 
is the duty of every government to provide 
some means of instructing its citizens in mili- 
tary knowledge. Oa the presumption that all 
its citizens will be instructed in such manner 
as they are all required to be, the Federal Gov 
eminent stands among the nations of the earth 
with an army so small that it would hardly be 
more than a sufficient body-guard for a 1 , . : 
pean Prince. It is the duty of every State not 
only to herself but to the General Government 
to see that her militia is as efficient as possible 
To this end, it is necessary that the militia of the 
States should always be organized and drilled, 
for, in this nineteenth century, the art of war 
eminently progressive. Its machinery is altered 
as rapidly as that of our workshops, and the 
Slate that does not advance must retro 
grade. An unorganized militia is like the 
scattered fragments of a complicated ma 
chine; all the necessary parts are there, but 
lying about disjointed, disconnected, and use 
less; and, what is worse, generally without the 
master machiuists to collect and put them in 
their proper places, rivet them together, and 
put the great machine in motion. This is true 
at nil times, and we can see in the condition of 
affairs which is causing our sister States, both 
North and South, to display such energy in in- 
crea-ing and making more effective their 
organizations, no reason why we should abol- 
ish our excellent system on which so much la- 
bor has been bestowed, and which, in what it 
hw already accomplished, gives such cheering 
evidences of success. Oathe contrary, we do 
see, iu the lawless feeling which is necessarily 
consequent upon great and general excitement, 
a strong reason why, especially at this time, 
ivc should not only retain the organization wo 
have but put forth our best energies to make it 
more effective and ]>ernianent. 

It is but too true that tho great inducement 
(o a targe |K>rtion of every community to sub- 
mit to the law is the protection and prosperity 
which the law affordl them: and, when this 
inducement to submit to it is taken away, they 
are often ready to trample upon it. Ke-stlest- 
uess and dissatisfaction arc everywhere appa- 
rent. Where one man could have been found 
a year ago to countenance n violent and law-

Both houses are now actively at work clearing 
up the local business, preparatory to an adjourn 
ment. The Senate \ estordav afternoon disposed 
of all its private bills; it has two sessions even' 
day, while the House has but one, from !l till 2 
o'clock, which I regard as the best plan, for it 
gives the afternoons to the meetings of Commit- 
tees. Senator Reed this morning gave some ad 
mirable advice to that body. The Legislature 
hid been six weeks in session, called by the Gov 
•rnor for special objects, and yet they have not 
been touched. Project upon project has been 
offered, the rules suspended for their consiriera 
tion. and ultimately they have been referred to 
the standing Committees. It would bo better to 
adhere to the order of business, allow the Coin 
mittees to report, and act upon their suggestions 
Such a policy, and a proper enforcement of the 
previous question, would enablo tha Legislature 
to adjourn in twenty- four hours. Our Federal 
Relations have Iwen fully and freely discussed: 
every legislator has had the opportniiiry of speak- 
ing to the question, to bis constituents, to Run- 
combe, to the spirit of disunion, or to his own 
personal gratilical ion and vanity. We want no 
more talk, we want voting, aid pray, genllemen 
legislators, let us have it, that we may get home 
to our wives, children, or sweethearts, as the case 
may be. 

An animated legal debate tork placo this morn 
ing in the Senate, on resolutions instructing our 
Senators and requesting cur Representatives in 
Congress to exert themselves for a repeal of the 
law authorizing the Federal Circuit Court to hold 
terms in Paducah, Louisville, and Covington 
It is argued that they multiply coals and do not 
produce the good effect which was anticipated 
Our citizens may be sued in extremo quarters of 
the Slate, and the cases thon be appealed to 
Washington. These arguments were insufficient 
to induce the Senate to pass the resolutions; ar.d 
without being aware of the merits or demerits of 
the law, 1 am glad that the resolutions of instruc- 
tion failed, for when laws are pissed, they should 
have a fair trial before they are condemned or re 
pealel. It is easy to get up a clamor against any 
law for disappointed litigants, or those who have 
been whipped by Justice. 

Senator Rousseau, from a select committee, km 
reported a bill proposing to amend the Civil Cole 
of Practice as to the law of evidence. It propo- 
ses that a party to an action or proceeding mav 
be examined as a witness in his own liehalf— tho 
same as any other witness — but such ex animation 
shall not be had, nor shall any other person f"r 
whose immediate lienelit the same l.i prosecuted or 
defended, be so examined, unless the adverse par- 
ty shall lie the assignee, administrator, executor, 
or legal representative of a deceastd person, nor 
nnless ten days' notice of such intended exaniina 
tion or the party or person intended to be exam 
ined, ehall be given in writing to tho adverse 
party; except that In special proceedingi 
of a summary nalure, such reasonable notice of 
such intended examination shall be given as aha 
be presciibed by the judgo or court before whom 
the matter is pending; and excrp", further, that 
la all actions and proceedings that may be p;nd 
ing in the Jefferson county court, and in the 
county courts, quarterly courls, and justices 
courts of tho Commonwealth, such nniice shall 
be given three days before such examination is 
intended to be had, and the notice so given sha 
be taken as sufficient, without specifying th 
points on which the parly giving the notice in 
tends to be examined; and when notice of sue' 
intended examination shall be given, in an action 
or proceeding in which the opposite party or per- 
son in interest shall reside out of the jurisdiction 
of the court, such party or person may be exam 
ined as other witnesses may by law bo examined 
now. And whenever a party or person in intern 
has been examined, under the provisions of this 
act, the opposite partv or person in interest nun 
offer himself as a wilnoss in his own behalf, ai 
shall be received. When an assignor of a thing 
in action or contract it examined as a witness, i 
behalf of any person deriving title from or throu 
him, the adverse party or person in interest may 
be a witness to the same matteis in his own be- 
half, and also to any matters that may tend to 
discharge him from any liability that the testi 
mony of the assignor tends to fix upon him 
But such assignor shall not be admitted to bo ex 
amined in bebalf of any person deriving till 
from or through him, against an assignee, ad 
ministrator, or executor, unless the other party 
to such contract or thing in action, whom tLe 
plaintiff or defendant represents, is living, and 
bis testimony may be procured for such ntaniiruv 
tion; nor unless at least ten days' notice of such 
intended examination of the assignor, specifying 
the pjinte upon which he is intended to bo exam 
ined, shall be given in writing to the adverse 
party, except, that ten days notice in such cases 
shall not be required in actions or proceedings in 
the inferior courts herein before named: but tho 
notice in those courts shall be in writing, and 
shall lie given for th.ee days only, and the points 
upon which such examination is intended to be 
had need not lie specified. 

The special order of the day in the Fenate was 
the Military Dill. Senator Pennybaker defended 
it at length on its constitutionality, its efficiency, 
and its popularity with the membera of the State 
Guard. Mr. P. 's speech was carefully prepared 
and delivered from his very inmost heart. After 
he had concluded, Senator Taylor's amendment to 
repeal the bill and restore the old laws on I be 
statute boeks was rejected, the previous quest! 
referred, and the bill, being on its final passage, 
Senator Andrews moved that the vote be taken 
by sections; before the roll was called, however, 
the hour for adjournment arrived. 

In the House after the call for t counties, peti- 
tions, <tc , the motion to reconsider the vote by 
which the militia Appropriation Bill was defeated, 
was taken up and adapted by 5."> to 88. The 
joeiilion then recurred on the passage of the bill 
and it was adopted by 51 to 12, just the constitu- 
tional majority. A bill offurcd by Mr. J. W. 
Caok to repeal the laws creating the School for 
feeble-minded children, was laid on the table by 
the decisive vote of 70 to 17. I visited this school 
the other day in company with Dr. Cbipley, Su- 
perintendent of the Eastern Lunatic Asylum, w ho 
i < al o a director of the school, and I was charmed 



numtrealth <>t Kentucky, That the aforesaid pro- 
posed amendment to the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States b», and the same is hereby, ratified by 
this Legislature.

Wmkkkas, A resolution has been offered in the 
Convention of the State of Virginia, and will 
probibly be adopted, proposing a Convention of 
the Slave States which have not passed ordi- 
nances of soce-sion, at this capital, on the 27th 
of May next, tocon ult on the critical condition 
of tho country, and agree upon some plan of 
peaceable adjustment; and whereas, the States of 
Missouri aed Arkansas have appointed delegates 
to such contemplated Convention; therefore, 

Haolvtd hi/ the General Autmbly of the Com- 
immirealth of Kentucky. That we invite the States 
of Delaware, Maryland. Virginia, North Carolina, 
Tennessee, Missouri, and Arkansas, to meet Ken- 
tucky at Frankfort, on the "/7th day of May next, 
or at such other time as may be agreed on by a 
majority of the delegates appointed by Kentucky 
for the purposes above indicated. 

JtetoliH'l, That the Governor be requested to 
communicate, immediately, copies of the forego- 
ing preamble and resolution to the Governors of 
the Stales aliovo named. 

The following act to provide for the election of 
delegates to this Convention, and the nvsla of 
election, was appended to tho minority report: 

Si i:. L That an election shall be hold en the 
first Saturday in May nettt at all the elect ien pre- 
cincts in this" Slate to elect twelve delegates to a 
Convention of tho bonier slave States, and such 
other slave Slates as have not passed ordinances 
of seces-ion, to meet at Frankfort, Ky ; an1 seid 
delegates shall be voted for and elected by the 
State at largo, in the same manner that State of- 
ficers are now elected, and the same laws which 
apply to and regelate tho mode of the election of 
State officers, by the qualified voters of the whole 
State, shall apj.ly to and govern the election of 
said delegates. 

Skc. 2. That the persons who may bo thus 
elected shall bo commissioned by the Govarner as 
delegates to said Convention, and are empowered 
to meet tho delegates from the States aforesaid in 
convention, to consult on the critical condition of 
tho country, and agree upon some plan of peace- 
able adjn-tment. 

Sec. 3 The Convention sh ill lie held on the 
27th of May next, or at such other time as a ma- 
jority of the delegates elected in this State may 
appoint to suit the convenience of the delegates 
fiom the other States. 

Skc. 4. That this act shall take effect from ita 
passage. 

The object of the minority will now doubtless 
be to filliuuster aid waste time, so that no report 
or action on Federal Relations can be adopted. 
The Disnnionists don't liko the Harder State Con- 
vention. They w ill inako a fight on tho election 
of delegates by Districts, and if they fail, then — 
which they may not do, for I suspect some lurk- 
ing treachery from seeing certain heads close to- 
gether, and certain mouths often placed myste- 
riously close to certain ears — then they will try 
'.o boat off the whole project. The Union men are 
ready for tho trial, and I trust that tho Demo- 
crats who have acted so nobly with us thus far 
may not bo led to abandon us at the last. 

A lull to repeal the courts in Lyon and Cald- 
will until next fall gave rise to much debate, va- 
rious amendments including other count ies, and a 
negative vote on the proprsi ion to make the re- 
peal general throughout lha whole State. I be- 
lieve the following counties were proposed to be 
included: Larue, Taylor, Kdmundson, Wayne, 
Green, Knox, Harlan, Mercer, Duller, Daviess, 
Christian, Carter, Maude, Grayson, Marion, Mor- 
gan, Wolfe, Ohio, Hancock, Nicholas, Estill, 
• oillitin, Hickman, Fulion, Henry, Breathitt, 
Washington, Hopkins Hart, Floyd, Johnson, 
Magoffin, Hardin, Owen, Jackson, Fleming, Car- 
roll, Trimble, Simpson, Trigg, Rockcastle Lau- 
rel, Allen, Calloway. Tho bill was then nega- 
tived 15 to !& Sir. Leach moved a reconsidera- 
tion, which was refused. 

A bill was referred to the Committee on Re- 
vised Statutes, giving juries the right to indict 
lines and imprisonment, or fines and Imprisonment 
separately. I bagin to think it time for the in- 
troduction of a bill to repeal all our Revised 
Statutes or have them re-revised — from the great 
quantity of tinkering attempted, they must be 
full of very exceptionable boles, or else the legal 
wisdom of the present is infinitely supjrlor to the 
learning of the past. 

A proposition has been made hero to give a 
new and comprehensive name to the loyal party 
which has lieon formed in miintainanco of the 
Union under the Constitution. "The State 
Rights Union Democracy" is tho favorite appel- 
lative, and although I prefer individtully the 
name of tho Union Party, still I am willing to 
defer to the evident wish of a large majority of 
our friends here. How do the Journul and the 
nobly loyal people of Louisville like the change? 



GOV. HOLSTON TO TUK PEOPLE OF TKXAS. 

K.xhttivk Dkt vrtmpnt, ) 
Ac I in. 1 1 \.\s, March lt>, 1801. f 

PKUbOW Citi/.kns: Often in the midst of past 
troubles, when gloom hung over the country, it 
has been mv fortune to address yout but never 
before, even in the perilous days of tho old Ho 
public, have the rights and liberties of the people 
been in such danger that I, as their Chief Execu- 
tive, have been forcid to appeal to them against 
u-urpatioti. Tbe timo has come. 

Worn out with the c ires of office, I had retired 
to the bosom of my family to spend the remnant 
of my days in peace. Amid forty five years o] 
toil in the public service, I had not yet lust th 
hope that ttie happiness and peace of the humblest 



of a life which had l*een beset eince manhissl with 
constant strife and lurmoil. You were not sal 
liod to let me rest. You aope iled lo me to come 
forth and raise once again the standard of the 
people. You urged me to forego the peace of 
homo and the duties I owed to the children I am 
to leave among you, and meet the shock of party 
lor your sake. History will say that I did so, 
only when to refu.-e would bo ungrateful to a- 
people who had long cherished and honored rre. 
1 yielded to your solicitations, and was elected 
by your suffrages and entered upon the discharge 
of my dutios as Governor, Inspired wilh bo f) e that 
by arduous devo'ion to your interests and the aid 
of Providence I might prove myself equal to the 
task before me. 

The difficulties that have stirrouuded me are 
known to vou all. Deprived of the co-operation 
of either branch of the legislature, my efforts to 
reform abuses and effect measures calculated to 
promote the public gisxl have been paralyzed 
Instead of support and aid from the legislature 
and the officers of Government, every effort has 
been made, with a few exceptions, to interpose 
obstacles to prevent my carrying out your will 
If your will has not l>een fully executed, if cor- 
ruption has not boon driven from high places, if 
sound legislation has not been given \>>u. if your 
frontier has not been defended, if extravagance 
still runs riot wilh the Milistance of the people, if 
the Treasury is bankrupt and debt bangs over 
you, yl-it the responsibility upon those who had 
the power. I have done my duty. 

When I Iwcame your Chief Executive, the 
solemnities of an oath were imposed upon me. 
The Constitution became my rule of action. It 
was intrusted to my keeping, and, though excite- 
ment and pasaion should demand mo to yield it 
up, that oath required me to refuse. When rash 
counsels be-ou';ht hasty action, it was my duty 
to be calm aial prudent. 

When, on account of the election of Mr. Lincoln 
to tbe Presidency of the United Slates, I was 
urged to call the Le^'i-latu-e, 1 refused to do so 
until such time as I lielieyed the public interests 
required it. To all 1 said, that it the people de- 
aired the Legislature called, I would not atand in 
their wav. When satisfied that the necessity 
existoo, ] called it together, and upon ita assemb- 
ling urged upon it It.o importance of immediate 
a.- lion in reference to ye>ur relitions with tbe 
United States and with respect to the Frontier 
and tbe Treasury. 

In the meantime, 'he Convention had been 
called, which assembled on the 28th of January. 
That Convention, besides being revolutionary in 
ta character, did not receive the sanction of a 
majority of the people. As the representative of 
a minority, however large, it could not claim tbe 
right to speak fur the people. It was without the 
paie of the ConsrlrutSon and unknown to the laws 
which I had sworn to supfiort. While sworn lo 
support the Consiitu ton, it was my duty to stand 
aloof from all revolutionary schemes calculated to 
subvert the Constitution. The people who were 
free from such solemn obligations, might revolu- 
ionize *nd thereby absolve me from mine, my 
oath only having reference to my acta in tho ca- 



' paci'v of their Chief Executive; but as a aworn 
officer my duty was too plain to be misunderstood. 
| Because 'others more lightly regarded the bond 
j thev made with Heaven, furnished me no excuse 
if my conscience condemned the act. If 1 had 
believed that the time had come for revolution, 1 
should have thrown off the burthen of an official 
oath, resigned my office, and as one of tbe p*Miple, 
a free and independent citizen, have aided to 
arouse my countrymen to nclion. I believed that 
tbe constitution and tbe laws would provide a 
remedy, and therefore was not ready for revolu- 
tion. 

1 do not impugn the mot i ves ef all the members 
of this Convention. Nor do I believe that tbe 
spirit of malevolence which has characterized a 
portion of its members should be attributed to 
"ho Convention aa a whole. My intercourse with 
he Convention and ita committees his boon 
frank anil courteom, and while its halls have 
iaily resounded with denunciations of my conduct, 
I have held my peace. A large number of its 
members are men whom I have known and re- 
spected. I yet respect them. I l» lievo thorn sti! 
actuated by high and noble desires, and though 
associated with the majority, wbose usurpations 
1 condemn, I am ready to accord to them the d< - 
sire to parform no action but such as their views 
of duty seemed to require. 

TbeT.egi-dature refused to submit the question 
of our relations with the United States Govern- 
ment to a direct vote of th© people, but author- 
ize the Convention to do so. The legist iture 
having recognized the Convention thus far, I was 
willing to sanciion the act, because I saw that in 
no other wav would the people get an opportunity 
to express their will. I did so, protesting against 
the assumption of anv other |»iwera on the part 
of tho Convention. I knew full well the designs 
of the leaders of that movement. I saw that in 
their hands neither (^institution or laws would lie 
sacred ; and I put upon record my refusal to sanc- 
tion any attempt on their part to touch the char- 
ter of your liberties or infringe upon the rights se- 
cured to you by tho men who trained tbe State 
Constitution. 

Mv worst anticipations as to tbe assumption of 
power by this Convention have been realir.nl. 
To enumerate all its usurpations would bo im- 
possible, aa a great portion of its proceedings have 
beci in secret. This much has been revealed : 

It has elected delegates to the Provisional 
Couucil of the Confederate States, at Montgomery, 
before Texas had withdrawn from the Union, and 
who on the 2d day of March' annexed Texas to 
the Confederate States and constituted them- 
selves members of Congress, when it w*as rot 
officially known by tha Convention until tho 
4th of March that a majority of the people had 
voted in favor of secession. While a portion of 
theso delegates were representing Tex is in the 
Congros. of the Confederate States two of them, 
still claiming to bo United Stales Senators, have 
continued to represent Texas in the United States 
Senate, under the administration of Mr. Lincoln, 
an administration that the people of Texas have 
declared odious and not to lie borne. Yet Texas 
has been exposed to obloquy and forced to occupy 
the ridiculous attitude before the world of at- 
tempting to maintain her position as one of tho 
United Statos, and at the same time claim to be 
one of the Confederate States. 

It has created a Committee of Safety, a portion 
of whom h ive assumed the Kxecutive powers of 
tbe Government, and to supplant the Executive 
authority, have entered into negotiations with 
Federal officers. This Committee and Com mis 
sioners acting under it, have caused the Federal 
troops to remove from posts in the country ex> 
pised to Indian depredations, and had them lo 
catedwi'h their arms ar.d tiold batteries on the 
coast, whore, if their desire ia to maintain a posi 
tion in the country; they can not only do so sue 
cessfullv, hut destroy the commerce of the State. 
They have usurped the power to draw theso 
troops from the frontioi; but though in possession 
of ample stores, munitions of war, and transp ir- 
tatinn, have failed to supply troops in place of 
those removed. As a consequence, the wail of 
women and children is heard upon the lioider. 
Devastaiian and ruin have thus come upon the 
people; and though the Contention, with ell the 
means in its power has been in session two 
week9, no succor has been sent a devastated 
frontier. 

Tbi" Committeo of S ifetv haa brought danger 
Instead of safety. It has involved the State in 
an enormous expense for an army where no army 
was needed, and left urprotcctedf those who need- 
ed protection. It haa exposed the State to ridi- 
cule, and wounded the chivalry and historic prid? 
of the people, by sending an army of over a 
thousand men to attack a single post upon tbe 
Rio Grande, which has been permitted to defy 
them, until such lime as iia commander saw fit to 
withdraw. It has as <umed to appoint agents to 
foreign Statos, and created offices, military and 
civil, unknown to the laws, at its will, keeping 
secret its proceedings. 

H 11. is Convention has deprived the people of tho 
right to know its doings by holding its sessions in 
secret. 

It has appointed military officers and agents 
under its assumed authority. 

It has d 'dared by 0 din nice that the people of 
Texas ratify the Constiiutinn of the Prnviawaal 
Government of the Confederate States, and has 
changed the Stale Constitution and established a 
TEST OATH of allegiance to the Coirf. derate 
States, requiring all persons now in otlico to take 
tbe same or suffer the penalty of r moval from 
office; and, actuated by a spirit of petty tyranny, 
has required the Executive ar.d a p Vtion of I iio 
other officers at thesoat of Government io appear 
at its bar at a certain hour and take tl e same 

It has assumed to create organic laws and to 
put tho same in execution. It has overthrown 
the theory of free government, by combining in 
itself all the Departments of Government, and 
exercising the powers belonging to each. Our 
faihers have taught us thatfreedom requires that 
those powo-s shall not be all lodged in and exer- 
cised by any one IkhIv. Whenever it is so, tho 
people suffer under a despotism 

Fellow-citizens, I have refused to recngniza 
this Convention. I believe it has derived none of 
the powers which it Ins assumed either from the 
people or the Legislature. I believe it guilty of 
a nsurpatlon, which the people cannot suffer 
tamely and preserve their litiertiea. I am ready 
to lay down my life to maintain the rights and 
Fberflei of the people of Texas. I am ready to 
lav down office rather than yield to usurpation 
and degradation. 

I have declared my de'ermination lo stand l>v 
Texas in whatever position sho assumes. Her 
people have declared in favor of a separation from 
the Union. I have followed her banners before, 
when an exile from the laid of my fathers, 
went back into the Union with the people of Tex- 
as. I go out from the Union wilh them; and 
though 1 can see but gloom before me. I shall fol- 
low the "Loue Star" with tbe same devotion as of 
yore. 

I may not lie sustained now; but when ir.i'lio « 
of de'u press upon yon, when the United States 
lamds forming your schotf fund have been fquan- 
dered, and the money upon which your present 
school system ia based is gone, when your public 
domain ia waated and taxes are ground out of 
you, some at least will rememlier I bat I attempted 
to aave you from these consequences. 

Will the people reflect upon tho circumstances 
attending the election of these delegates, and a-k 
themselves whether they cot. furred upon them 
the extraordinary powers they have since a«- 
eumeri? Was aught aaid about changing the 
constitution of the State, or appointing delegates 
to a Provisional liVivernmen', with powers tocon- 
slitute themselves memberi of Congress? Was 
tt:e power conferred to make Texas a part of a 
Southern Confederacy, wiiboot referring tbe 
same to a vote of the people? Yet. these powers 
have not only been claimed, but exercised. 

You have been transferred like sheep from I he 
shambles. A government haa been fastened upon 
you, which is to be supported from your locket", 
and yet you have not lieen consulted. Y'ou are lo 
be taxed in the shape of tariff, on tho Baeamtta 
and luxuries of life, which you have hitherto 
purchased free of duty. You are to have high 
[sistage and all else in proportion; and to forego 
tho freeman's privilege of electing your own 
President and Vice President, a ProvMl nal Con- 
gress taking the matter out of your hands. You 
are to support a Constitution which ignores the 
very name of tbe people, and to go into a govern- 
ment where you are to pay tribute to King (.kit- 
ton and enjoy the p iviloges of equality, until you 
are iovolvtd so far that independence] will be im- 
POsej! le. and you will be ready to put the State of 
Texas, with her territory equal in extent to all 
the other Co; ton S ates, at the rear of the Con- 
federacy on t he terms of a slave basis. This is 
the programme marked out for vou. You were 
told the Union must bo dissolved, that it might 
.be r> constructed. Now you are told I hat recon- 
struction is impracticable and impossible. 

It ia well known to the pes pie that I had or 
dored an election for delegates to a Cnnventi. n of 
the Southern States. Tho Legislature repealed 
tbe law under which tho election had been order- 
ed, and tho Convention then assumul the power 
to elect the delegates, which it did on the very 
day provided for the election of them by tho peo"- 
ple. I believed that the people should elect their 
■public aervants. The Convention was not will - 
ing to trust the people. 

You have withdrawn Texas from bor connection 
with the United States. Your act changes i he 
character of the obligilion I assumed at the time 
of my inauguration. As your Chief Executive, 
I am no longer hound to support tbe Oonststuttan 
of the United States. If your ac did not relieve 
that obligation it was nothing. If this is not the 
result of i he action of the people, the position of 
the officers of tho Suit© Govern ssetti, and espe- 
cially that portion w ho ere membera of this Con- 
vention has indeed been an anomalous one. H ive 
they still been acting under their oath to support 
the Constitution of the United S ates? As vour 
Kxecutive, no matter what my views may have 
been, I am bound to r< fleet your expressed will. 
I have endeavored to do so. Were I asked lo 
swear to support your Constitution, I might waive 
my oi jecliona to ho source from which iheoath 
came. I am called upon to swear lo support the 
Constitution and laws of the Confederate Stat»a, 
which I have never seen, and as your Chief Ex- 
ecutive to render my allegiance tu that Govern- 
ment, when you have never in any manner or 
f 'mi declared your desire to become annexed to 
tho same. 

Fellow-citizens, in the name of your rights 
and liberties, which I believe have ^ been tram- 
pled upon, I refuse to take this oath. In the 
name of the i:utionali'y of Texas, which lies 
beerr betrayed by this Convention, I refuse to 
tak* this oath. In the name of the Constitution 
of Texas, which has boen trampled upon, I refuse 
to take Ibis oath. In the name of mv own con- 
science and my manhood, which this Convention 
would degrade by dragging before it, to pnn*'er 
to the malice of mv enemies, when hv tho (kin- 
stitutioii the privilege is accorded me, which be- 
longs to tho humblest officer, to take mv oath of 
offleo before any competent authority, 1 refuie to 
take this oath. 

J am ready to be ostracised sooner than sub- 
mit to usurpation. Office has no charms for Me, 
that it must be purchased at the sacrifice of my 
conscience and tbo loss of my self-respect. 

I love Texas too well to bring civil strife ami 
bloodshed upon her. To avert this calamity I 
shall mike no endeavor to maintain myauthori _ 
as Chief Executive of this State, except by the 
peaceful exoici«e of my functions. When I can 
no longer do this, I shall calmly withdraw from 
the scene, leaving the Giyernment iu the hands 
of those who have u : urped its authority, but still 
claiming thit I am Its Chief Executive, 

I expect the consequences of my refusal to take 
this oath. My office will be declared vacated. 
If those who ostracise me will be but as true t 
ibe in teres; s of Texas, as I have endeavored to 
be. mv prayers will attend them. 

Fellow-citizens, think not that I complain at 
tho lot which Providence has now assigned mo. 
It ia perhaps but meet that my career should close 
thus. I have seen the patriots and statesmen of 
mv youth, one by one, gathered to their fathers, 
and the Government which thoy had reared, rent 
in twain; and nouo like them are left to uni'e it 
onco again. Island the last almost of a race 
w ho learned from their lips the lessons of human 
freedom. I am stricken down now because I will 
not yield those principles which I have fought 
for and struggled to maintain. The severest

Passion Webk.— This week is the closing one 
of Lent. It is called, by a large body of Chris- 
tians, Holy Week, and datos from Palm Sunday 
On every day it is the custom of tho Episcopal 
Church to commemorate tho events which trans 
pired in the life of tho Saviour by a service and 
discourse based upon the topics narrated in the 
Gospels. In olden time it was customary to re 
hearse on every day of this week the events which 
are still observed, in order to impress upon their 
minds the history of their redemption. But a per- 
version of the original eimplici.y was introduced 
and the clergy in an ignorant age invented scenic 
representations of the events, one of which, 
(the Fast of Washing) has been retained till 
lately. Thus grew up those dramas called Mys- 
teries, or Scripture Plays, which in time became 
painfully profane. Bjt this does not hinder pas- 
tor and people, parent and child, from rehearsing 
day by day what Jesus did for them. Thus the 
Mysteries of Monday to be thought of were, the 
morning walk from Bethany, the cursing of the 
barren fig tree, as a symbol of the Jewish nation, 
the second closing of the temple, and the return 
at nightfall to the Mount of Olives. As tl was 
dark, in all probability the Disciples, as thoy 
passed by, failed to observe that the 
fig tree was already withered. The 
events of Tuesday, according to the harmony of 
the Gospels, are remarkable. As our Lord w ith 
His disciples passed the fig tree, on their way to 
the city, they were appalled to see that it had 
withered awav so soon. In the Temple the Sav- 
ior spoke of His parables on this day, and, among 
others, that of the vineyard and the wicked hus- 
bandman. As He left the Temple He was led by 
the pride which the disciples showed in its 
magnificence to foretell its speedy ruin ; 
and, seated on the Mount of Olives, He enlarged 
upon it as a type of the end of the world. As 
ihe sun was setting, He foretold his hour as fast 
approa' h'nr. Thus He abandoned to-day the 
Temple forever to its fate; and the Jewish people 
were given over to their own devices, in punish- 
ment for their rejection of the Messiah. The Jews 
observe this week also in the strictest form, al- 
lowing no food to be cooked, no fire to be made 
upon the hearth, and no light in their dwellings. 
They, eat unleavened, or what is called Passover 
bread. 

Singular Case.— The Fort Wayne (Ind.) 
Times rebates a curious story of an insane Ger- 
man woman, named Raima, who some years since 
jumped from the third story of the Insane Hos- 
pital, at Indianapolis, and who, after a long 
search, was given up for dead. About two years 
after the supposed death of his insane wife, Rabus 
married again, but a few nights ago the first wife 
entered his residence. She was accompanied by 
a ) onng child which had been born after she be- 
came insane, and after she escaped from the asy- 
lum. Of her wanderings she had but an indis- 
tinct recollection. She remembered having 
waded through swamps and woods until she came 
to a steamboat, upon which she got, and finally 
found herself in Buffalo, where a physician took 
charge of her and succeeded in curing her. What 
the upshot of the present state of affairs will be, 
it is difficult to surmise.

Kuanki'iikt, March 2". 

Senate. — Mr. Darnaby, Senator from Scott, who 
has lieen absent for some time, on account of 
sickness, appeared in his seat this morning. 

l.'nder a suspension of tho rules, Mr. Taylor 
offerred the following joint resolutions, viz: 

He it Resolred hy the tlrnerul Assembly of the 
ComiwmwexUth of Kentucky, That t he act of Con- 
gress providing for the holding of terms of t he 
United States Court for the Kentucky District at 
the cities of Covington, Louisville, and P .ducah, 
was, and is not required for the proper adminis- 
tration of the Federal laws within this Common- 
wealth. 

Be it further Resolved, That our Senators and 
Representatives in Congress lie requested to pro- 
cure the repeal of the act alluded lo in the first 
resolution. 

Considerable discussion wns had thereon, when 
they were reject ed — yeas 17, nays 18. 

The Speaker laid before the Senate a communi- 
cation from the Court-hou-o Trustees of Louis- 
ville. Ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Pennebaker — Revised Statutes — * bill to 
amend the charter of the American Printing 
House for the lllir.d. Passed. 

Mr. Fi.-k — Revised Statutes — A bill giving 
further timo to Ministers of tbo Gospel and other 
persons to return marriage licenses. Passed. 

Same — A bill to charter Clarke Lodge No. 51 of 
A. Y. Masons of Louisville. Passed. 

Same — A II. R. bill to provide for selling cer- 
tain public Uioks, [Provides for selling the sur- 
plus copies of Stanton's edition of the R'jvised 
Statutes], with the expression of opinion that it 
ought not to pass. 

ihe question was then taken, "Shall the bill 
be rejected? ' and it was decideel in tho affirma- 
tive — yeas 23, nays 10— so the bill was rejected. 

Mr. Simpson'srcai lulioi.s, providing for ihe rst- 
ificatinii of the Cnrwin amendments to Ihe Con- 
stitution o' tie United States, were reported from 
the C'oinmi'tee on Federal Kela: ions, ai d unani- 
mously adopted, lh:rly-liveSjnaUirs voting there- 
for. 

The Serate then took up the bill In amend the 
Militia Law. together with the substitute offered 
therefor by Mr. Taylor. 

There was some con. iderabl > discussion thereon. 
The votewas then taken upon the adoption of the 
substitute, anil was rejected — veas 11, nays 24. 

Before any final action, the Senates took a recess 
until 3 o'cloek P. M. 

House — Mr. Wolfe presented a petition from 
sundry citizen of Is.ui.-ville, praying the passage 
of a Uw establishing a conventional rate of inter- 
est. 

Also a petition from sundry eitiz ms of Louis- 
ville, praying the passage of a law incorporating 
a military companv to be called he ' Independent 
Blues.' 

Also a petition from several hundred < iiizens of 
Louisville, remonstrating against the culling of a 
Convention. 

Several other petitions were presented against 
calling a Cmveniim. among them one frcm 
seven hundred and seventy-eight voters of Ureen 
county. 

A bill in relation to Clerks of Circuit Courts 
was referred to the Committee on the Judici ,ry. 

A bill to regulate the sale of personal property 
under execution wai referred to tho Committee 
on the Judiciary. 

A bill requiring turnpikes, toll-bridges, snd 
plank roads in which the State is a stockholder 
to declare semi annual dividends, was referred to 
a select committee 

Several resolutions of a local nature were adop- 
ted. 

A joint resolution providing for the final ad- 
journment of tho General Assembly on Monday. 
April 1, 18'il, was offered, which iie one day on 
the table. 

Mr. Cleveland offered the following joint reso- 
lutions, which l : e one day on Ihe table, viz: 

Wiikkkas, T is General Assembly ia informed 
that certain [»ersons, acting as a Congress of the 
seceding States, have assumed poaver to obstruct 
and regulate the free navigation of the Mississip- 
pi River bv the citizens of this Union, to which it 
belongs; therefore be it — 

Hesolred by the (iewral Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, I'hat Kentucky, having 
as much right to the Mississippi River, and its 
free, unobstructed navigation, us Ixsuistnnn or 
any other Slate, and that right being of vital im- 
portance to her people, feels it her duty to her- 
self and ber n ter States, at the earliest day, to 
m.ike this, her moat solemn protest against any 
assumption of such power to control the naviga- 
tion of that river, as ntterly without right or 
proper authority, and as what shu cannot and will 
not sutimit to. 

iirWte't furthtr. That the States in the valley 
of the Mississippi be earnestly requested to unite 
with Kentucky in this protest against the viola- 
tion of a mutual right so vitally important to 
them all, and which their permanent interests for- 
bid should ever rest in the disa retion of any gov- 
ernment, save that under which they live. 

Resolred, That the Governor be requested to 
transmit copies of these resolutions to tue llxecu- 
tives of the Stntes aforesaid. 

A resolution appointing a committee to invite 
the Hon. John C. Urea kim idge to address the leg- 
islature, was adopted. 

A bill to amend the law coaoermng executions 
was referred to Judici irv Committee. 

On motion, the vote rejecting the bill known as 
the Military Bill, was reconsidered — yeas 55, 
navs 38. 

The bill was then passes! — yens 51, nays It. 

A bill to repeal the law establishing tho school 
for feeble minded children was laid on tho table. 
Yeas 70, nays 17. 

A motion'was made to suspend the rules in or- 
der to take up tho re-olu: ion providing for the 
final adjournment of the legislature on Friday 
next. Adopted — ] eas (il, nays 30. 

A motion to strikeout F'riday and insert Mon- 
day was adopted. Yeas 60, nays 37. 

The resolution as amended was then adopted. 

The committee on Federal Relations made 
majority and minority reports, which were order- 
ed to lie printed. 

A bill dispensing with the Courts for the trial 
of civil causes until the regular fall terms of said 
Courts came up. 

Mr. Sneed moved to make its provisions apply 
to all the counties in the S:ate. 

The bid was then rejected. 

A bill to amend the charter of the Deposit 
Bank of Owensljoro' was passed. 

A bill to amend the Revised Statutes in rela- 
tion to crimes and punishments — passed. 

A Senate bill to amei d I he charter of the Amer- 
ican Printing House for the Blind — passed. 

And then the Heuse adjourned.

Falmouth, Ky., March 23, 1801. 

At a meeting of the Union men of Pendleton 
county, Ky., held at the court-house, in I'al 
mouth, this day, without respect to previous par- 
ty organizations. Judge .las. I. Hudiiall was elec- 
ted chairman and A. L. Burke, secretary. 

Judge II. ' nil explained the object of the 
meeting to be for the purpose of expressing their 
views on the questions now agitating the public 
mind. 

On motion, a committee of five was appointed 
on resolutions, consisting of Col. John V.. Records, 
R. F. Colvin. Patrick Duffy, W. II. Fish, and .1. 
1). LivingiHst; wh i reported the following reso- 
lutions, which were unanimously adopted: 

1. Resolred, Thai while we deprecate the late 
success of the Republican party, and feel it to be 
our duty, in connection with our friends in the 
Northern States, to give it our most determined 
opposition on all slavery and sectional que-tions, 
vet we distinguish between our opposition to a 
political party and the disruption and destruction 
i f the Federal Union; and though we feel bound 
1 1 continue our most determined opposition to the 
Republicans as a political party, yet while that 
partv continues to so administer the F'ederal Gov- 
ernment as to preserve and protect our constitu- 
tional rights respecting the institution of slavery, 
or any other subject, we see no just cause for 
placing Kentucky in a revolutionary position, 
but on the contrary we believe such action would 
be exceedingly injurious to the State; we are 
tberef.ro unqualifiedly opposed to all immediate 
secession movements, or hasty action by State 
Conventions or otherwise, initiated with a view of 
driving the State out of the F"ederal Union, and 
setting her adrift upon the dark and tempestuous 
ocean of revolution without any sure Iseacon-light 
to direct her course and fix her destinv. and wi'h 
an almost positive assurance of her disgrace and 
ruin. 

2. That we are, without qualification or con- 
nivance, epp >sed to all conspiracies and traitor- 
ous combinations, whether secrot or public, which 
have for their object the destruction of the F'ede- 
ral Union and the precipitation of Kentucky into 
the vortex of oisunion and rea-olution, until there 
arises an absolute necessity from inevitable dan- 
ger and intolerable oppression by the Federal 
Government for a measure so disastrous. 

3. That while we oppose secession, disunion, or 
revolution (terms which we regard as synony- 
mous), we intend to insist upon all compromises, 
constitutional guarantees in the Federal Union, 
which we may deem necessary for our protection, 
and for the preservation of the equality of the 
rights of Kentucky as a sovereign State; and also 
intend to oppose ail coercion and iiritating mea- 
sures either by the Federal Government or other- 
wise, which tend to produce hostilities and in- 
volve the country in civil war. 

4. That we cordially approve and intend to 
insist upon the Crittenden compromises, or propo- 
sitions not materially varying therefrom, as a safe 
and just settlement of Lll our present national 
dilliculties. 

8. Thomas Haussr, Esq., and Col. Records made 
some eloq aent and pertinent remarks on the 
means used and the policv of the objects hoped to 
be obtained by the dismemberment of these United 
States at the present time and under existing 
circumstances. 

On motion it wis 

Resolved, That the citizens of Pendleton coun- 
ty will hold a Union mee'ing in the Court Hou-e 
in Falmouth on the first Monday in April, beiug 
County Cour; day. 

On motion of Col. Records it was 

Resolred. That the proceedings of this meeting 
he published in the Cincinnati I'.nquirer.

The Senate ta-day contiriaea the folluwin« 
nomination?:

Y.s 'I heo<iore U. Eilwaids of Ky., Attornev for 
Colorado: Geo.

Alvin Saunders of lows, Governor of Nebraska;

The Senate will meet to-morrow at 11 o'clock, 
two hours earlier than usual, aud adjourn at the 
earliest prscticable time. 

Military officers In charge of bureaus In the 
War Department, apprehensive of a change of 
Clerks in bureaus with which they are cennected, 
have, together with Lieut. General 8cott, joined 
in remonstrance against such proceedings. 

lor several weeks reports prevailed that many 
Cnion men in some seceded Sta'es intended so 
apply to the Government for appointments there- 
in as judicial officers. The truth of these state- 
ments seem to Le confirmed in part hy the fact 
that the President has nominated Geo. W. Lane 
i- .li •! ••• of the Northern and Southern District 
of Alabama. 

Washixotox, March 26. 

.Senate — The consideration of Mr. Douglas's 
resolution was resumed. 

Mr. Breckinridge replied to Douglas's »|«ech cf 
yesterday. He denied that the Kepublicans had 
yielded any of their essential principles, and it 
was unjust to the people South to announce ths-t 
they had done so. lie called on Republican Sena- 
tors themselves to answer whether they had 
made any such abandonment. 

Mr. Collamer replied — not as we are aware o'. 

Mr. Breckinridge then alluded to the argument 
of Douglas that the Republicans had not asserted 
their platform in anv bills recently passed organ- 
izing territories. He said they bad not because 
they feared the hill would not be passed in such 
form, and the President might veto it if passed. 
While thev desired the immediate passage as in- 
creasing Federal patronage. Mr. Breckinridge 
was confident thai the Republicans would not 
yield. Fifteen States would soon be out of the 
L'nion. So far they had yielded nothing, nor 
manifested a disposition to do so. 

Mr. Douglas replied that he could not conceal 
his surprise. The Senator from Kentucky denied 
all the positions he had assumed. Ilia object was 
to demonstrate no cause for such action, anil that 
Kentucky has jnstice and equality in the territo 
ries according to the test prescribed by the Sena- 
tor himself. The Senator knew that the territo- 
sies of Colorado, Nevada, and Dacotah had lieen 
organized on the basis of the Kansas-Nebraska 
bill. These territories were organized on the 
principle of non- in tera-ent ion hy Congress. The 
pesiple arc to decide the rat very question as they 
plaaM, subject only to the limitation of the Con- 
stitution, leaving the courts to ascerta'tt what 
that limitation is. This is all the South has asked, 
i'he Re,ulslicans have abandoned the Wilmot 
Proviso and Congressional interference, and re- 
pudiate the Congressional prohibition of slavery. 
I'he Senator would not denv that. He did not 
a-k Ihe Senator from Kentucky to say the Re- 
publicans have abandoned all their esseu'iil prin- 
ciples; he did not ask him to do anything to 
promote their interest; he did not lielievl in the 
poHticsl creed of that party, and sli.l * ot i.i Hi we 
the best interests of the country w. uld lie pro- 
moted by the increase uf their power, still he 
preferred Union under a Republican administra- 
tion to none at all. 

Mr. Grimee, of Iowa, moved that Mr. D snglas' 
resolution, calling for information relative to 
forts, navy yards, 4c, liefore the Senate, be laid 
on the table. 

When the question was decided in the affirma- 
tive -23 against 11. 

Mr. Breckinridge asked leave to offer the fol- 
lowing resolution, and, if no ol'jsKtion, would 
vote on it now: 

Resolved, That the Senate recommend and ad- 
vise the removal of L'nited States troops lrom the 
limits of the confederate States. 

Mr. Sumner — Let it lay over. 

Mr. Clingman remarked that he had drawn a 
similar resolution with one point in addition, and 
ad shown it to several Senators, and it had met 
their approval. It was as follows: 

Resoii-ed, That in the opinion of the Senate it 
is expedier.t for the President to withdraw all the 
Federal troops from the S'ates of Sou'h Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Texas, 
and Louisiana, and atsstain from all attempts to 
collect revenue in those States. 

Mr. Clingman added if the troops are with- 
drawn there ought to be forbearance as to the col- 
lection of revenue. 

Mr. Collamer moved that the Senate go into 
executive session. 

Mr. Collamer 's motion prevailed. 

'Ihe Senate, after executive session, adjourned. 

Washington, March 27. 
Senate. — The Chair presented a message from 
President Lincoln, relating to a resolution passed 
by the Senate, asking if, in his opinion, it is not 
incompatible with the public interest, to commu- 
nicate the despatches of Maj. Robt. Anderson to 
the Wisr Department during the time he has been 
command at Fort Sumter, ihe President 

''I have come to the conclusion that at the pres- 
ent moment the publication of it would be inex- 
pedient." 

Mr. Brerkinridge moved to take up the resolu- 
tion Introduced by him vesterdiy advising the 
withdrawal of the F'ederal troops from the seceded 
Statis. He did not intend making anyremaiks 
as he had already expressed his views ou that 
subject, and d. sired the vote on this motion to be 
regard* d as a test question. 

Mr. I'Vssenden supposed there would be no ob- 
jection to that, but reminded the Senator that 
there was no quorum present. 

On motion of Mr. Hale, the Senate went into 
ICxecutive session. 

New Yokk, March 27. 
The steamer Bienville is still in the custody of 
the custom-house authorities, and the matter has 
been referred to the Secretary of the Treasury. 

The Tribune's correspondence says: Capt. Fox 
reports the supply of provisions at Fort Sumter 
sufficient to enable Majar Anderson to sustain his 
command until the 15th of April. He says the 
fort can be reinforced by military operations 
which will require a force not nt tho disposal of 
the President, or by strategy with hazirdsof a 
desperate conflict. From all the facts, it is ovi- 
lent that Sumter must be abandoned or civil war 
inaugurated. 

I he Herald's correspondent says Fort Pickens 
will be abandoned within thirty davs. 

The same correspondent sivs: The Southern 
Commissioners are dining to-night with F'oreign 
Ambassadors at Mr. (Jorcoran'a. The Commis- 
sioners are on the most friendly terms with the 
FLnglish and French Ministers. 

.Ino. S. Millson, of Virginia, if he will accept, 
will get an important foreign mission. 

Secretary Chase has offered the First Comp- 
trollership to RNtha Whittlesey. R. Mott, of 
Ohio, had declined. 

Chas. Leslie, Jr., of Philadelphia, has been ap- 
pointed Consul at Marseilles. 

Nkw Oki.kans, March 26. 
The Texas Legislature passed resolutions ap- 
proving of the act of the Convention in deposing 
Houston. A bill passed raising a regiment of 
mounted rillsmen of 1,000 nvsn, for frontier pro- 
tec! ion. 

Since the departure of the Federal tro p«, In- 
dians in 1 irge numbers have been devasta in-i the 
frontier, striving back and killing the settlers. 

Nkw Ori.kaxs, March 26. 
The steamer Arizona, v ith Braz « dates lo the 
21st. his arrived. The steamers General Burke 
and Daniel Webster sailed on the 20 h with the 
F'ederal troops. The Arizona brought to Indian- 
ola Companies E and G of the 21 ctvalry. There 
are no Federal troops on the Rio Grande. The 
State troops are in garrison. Indian depredations 
continue on the upper border. 

RlllHMMIK Va., March 26. 

Mr. Preston mads a speech favoring the major- 
ity report and of making a clear and distinct de- 
mand upon the North, with the alternative of a 
separation. He believed that there was full hope 
from both sections fur a fair, tinal settlement. 

Mr. Wise took ground that the guarantees de- 
nial ded bv the report were insufficient to meet 
Ihe necessities of the South. 

Mr. Mason followed in a speech against seces- 
sion. He said no causes existed for it. 

In the Convention this morning Mr. Holt, of 
Wertzell, offered the Constitution of the Confed- 
erate States as a su'istitute for the Federal Com- 
mittee's report. 

Mr. Wise called for the reading of it. 

Mr. ( lamens intimated that the purpose of such 
a call was to delay a vote on the rep >rl. 

Mr. Wise deeme<t such an imputation us un- 
founded. (Sensation.) 

The substitute, being the Const it u' ion of the 
SonihernI a<nfederacy, was then reiol and debated 
till a late hour. 

Convention still (11 o'clock) in session. There 
is much confusion and excitement. 

Chaki.kstos, March 26. 

The Sta'e Convention met this morning. Mr. 
ShingUr off. rssi a resolution that all supplies, 
provisions, and mail facilities n*w allowed Major 
Anderson and tho garrison of Fort Sumter be im- 
mediately cut off. A resolution is under consid- 
eration ordering it to take place to-morrow. The 
general impression is that it will be voted down. 

There will be some discussion on the Constiiu- 
tioti of the Confederate States, but it will be rati- 
fied by a large majority. 

Nkw Yokk, March 27. 
The steamer Arabia sailed to-day for Liverpool, 
taking no specie.

Washixutoh, March 27. 

Senate. — When the d.iors were opened, Mr. 
Breckinridge moved to take up his resolution of 
yesterday, saying, if his motion prevailed he 
would accept 'Mr. Clingman's subatitu.e. He 
asked the yeas and nays, saying he should con- 
sider it a test question as to whether or not the 
Senate was willing to express an opinion. 

Mr. Rice was in favor of Mr. Breckinridge's 
resolution, but thought Mr. Clingman's went too 
far; questioning the right of the Senate to ex 
pr<»» an opinion on collecting the reveuue to the 
President. 

Mr. Breckinridge said it would I* for the Sen- 
ate to decide as to the acceptance of Mr. Cling- 
man's substitute. 

Mr. Wade hoped it would be taken up so as to 
have a squate vote upon it. 

Mr. Rice deemed it improper for the Senate '<■ 
advise the President ou nutters which rest upon 
him bv law. 

Mr. Clingman wanted to go farther than the 
Breck nridge resolution, believing hat the Pres- 
ident under the existing laws has no power to 
collect the revenue in the seceded States. 

Mr. Rice said the Senate was traveling out of 
the way to advise the President He a-ked Mr. 
Breckinridge if hi< resolution extend d to Key 
West and Fortugas? If so, he would never with- 
draw the treops from thence. 

Mr. Breckiuiidge mppo.-ed the resolution em- 
braced those points, as they were within the 
limits of Flerida. He was willing to say that 
those points may be excluded from the reaolutii n 
rather than hazard its defeat; and he did not con- 
sider the withdrawal of troops from Key West 
ami Tortugas essential to the public pe.ee. He 
disliked to do so because be entertained the hope 
of the reunion of all the States. 

Mr. Rice said if the seceded States were deter- 
mintd to remain outof the Union he was iu favor 
of their going in peace, and would give them the 
forte and arsenals for the sake of peace; but they 
were not iu possession of Key West and Tortugas, 
and never will be. These point* are neid d for 
us, and not f r thein. The commerce of the 
North will need these, and he would not give 
them up under anv circumstances. 

Meesrs. Clark, Simmons, and Ten Evck opposed 
talking upon the res lution. 

Mr. Diiiglas favored taking it up, with a view 
of offering an amendment to bring it in the scope 
it ought to take. He thought it would be wise lo 
withdraw the troops from Fort Pitkens. He said 
the Government at Montgomery, being a revolu- 
tionary Government, could claim onlv what they 
occupied. He was willing, under exi-ting drcum- 
starces, to give up F'orta Sumter and PlcketM, 
they being of no use unless th. y were intended tia 
;. I ... -is of army operations, aud were now sources 
of constant irritation. 

Mr. Breckinridge said he did not assume this to 
be a test vote, but thought it might be so re- 
garded. 

Mr. Wasle hoped the resolution would be laken 
up and discussed. He did not hesitate to say that 
the Senate, under the present circumstances, 
ought to express their opinion. He wua anxious 
that this subject should receive a full discussion 
now. Seven States had gone out of the L'nion, 
ami are domineered over by usurpation. The 
people there had no voice in the government 
which has been erected, but a military despotism 



tramples their rights under foot. If they had 
power, they would call upon us to vindica e their 
rights, and the Constitution clothes us with au- 
thority to do it. 

After further debate, a vote was taken and re- 
sulted 11) against 10. 

There being no quorum, a motion was made to 
ai'journ and to go into Executive session. There 
still being ro quorum, suggestions were made to 
take a reeess and direct the Sergeant-at-Arms to 
hunt absentees. 

Mr. Breckinridge said, after giving the Re- 
publicans an opportunity to confirm the nomina- 
tions and having discharged his duty, he moved 
to adjourn sine die. Disagreed to. Finally, the 
Senate adjourned till to-morrow.

The convention adopted an ordinance dividing 
Louisiana into six Congressional districts, also an 
ordinance transferring the public funds to the 
confederate States. 

An act abolishing free banking, and introducing 
a general charter system passed. 

Adjourned feine die.
